isters,and obligations so incurred should be binding on and enforceable 


by Canada alone.”

ticipate a contest worthy of the distinguished speakers who are partici- 


pating. 


-« The Oxford team, in the persons 


of Malcolm MacDonald, J. D. Wood- 
ruff and M. C. Hollis, consists of 


men who have attained distinction 


not only in their own university, but 


also in the field of politics and jour- 


nalism. Opposing this brilliant trio 
will be George Bryan, Joe O’Brien 
and J. C. Mahaffy, all three repre- 
sentatives of Alberta on the team 
that last year captured western uni- 
versity debating honors. 

In the judging of the debate a 
compromise between English and 
American methods has been struck. 


A judge’s decision will be rendered 


in the manner with which we are 
familiar in this country. An inno- 
vation will be the audience’s decision 
upon a specially prepared ballot. The 
ballot’s form has been outlined in 
these pages before; sufficient is it 
to say that each hearer’s convictions 
upon the subject, both before and 
after listening to the arguments ad- 
vanced, may be registered and taken 
into consideration in arriving at a 
final decision. 

The time limit has been set so as 


t 


to allow each speaker fifteen 
minutes, with the privilege of ex- 
ceeding this time limit by not more 
than five minutes, should he wish to 
do so. Each leader will be allowed 
a five-minute rebuttal. 

The Oxford team will arrive in 
Edmonton on Thursday: morning, 
and will leave for Calgary on Satur- 
day noon. 

On Thursday evening a banquet 
will be tendered in honor of the visi- 
tors, while during their sojourn here 
the Oxonians will be the guests of 
some of Edmonton’s most prominent 
citizens. 

The debate Friday will bring to 
a climax preparations that started 
here last spring, when a committee 
of professors chose from a numerous 
field of debaters those whom they 
thought most competent and worthy 
of representing their university. 
Hard work and steady drill have 
since been the formula, and the 
Alberta team can be looked upon to 
provide worthy opposition in Friday’s 
contest.

DEBATERS WILL 
ARRIVE TODAY 


Malcolm MacDonald Reached 
Here Yesterday — Others 
Follow This Morning 


Malcolm MacDonald, the leader of 
the Oxford team, arrived here yes- 
terday morning at 7:10. His col- 
leagues have been unavoidably de- 
tained at Saskatoon, and will reach 
Edmonton this morning. Our men 
are resting after their long training 
period. 

The report has come from Saska- 
toon that the debate held there was 
thoroughly enjoyable from every 
angle, and that the Oxford men are 
fully as convincing as previous re- 
ports have claimed. A _ ballot was 
taken in the audience after the de- 
bate which gave the decision to the 
affirmative. This vote, however, 
merely indicates the attitude of the 
audience towards the question, and 
may or may not have been affected 
by the speeches. 

A brief sketch of each of the six 


speakers is here offered: 

MALCOLM MACDONALD was born in 
Lossiemouth, Scotland, in 1901, which is, 
incidentally, the native place of his dis- 
tinguished father. He was jeducated at 
Bedales School in Hampshire, and here he 
won a scholarship in History to Oxford. 
There he’ studied at Queen’s College in 
Economics and History. He has contested 
a Nottinghamshire constituency in two gen- 
eral elections. 

M. C. HOLLIS was born at Asebridge, 
Somerset, England, in 1902. He was edu- 
cated at Eton and Balliol College, Oxford, 
entering the latter in 1920. Hollis was 
President of the Oxford Union in 1928. He 
is, further, an author of note, having con- 
tributed to the “Outlook” and one or two 
English papers. 3 

J. B. WOODRUFF is a native of Kent. 
He was educated under the Benedictine 
monks at Downside in Bath. He has served 
under the Foreign Office and the Admiralty. 
Among his literary successes may be men- 
tioned his winning an exhibition at New 
College and the Lothian prize in 1921. 
Woodruff is an ex-President of the Oxford 
University Liberal Club and an active sup- 
porter of Mr. Asquith. 


GEORGE JAMES BRYAN is the leader of 
the team. After arguing his way through 
Victoria High School and the Normal School, 
where he filled the position of President of 
the Students’ organization, George arrived 
at Varsity in 1920. He helped win the 
debate against the University of British 
Columbia in 1921, and in 1922 became 
President of the Debating Society. He has 
served two years on The Gateway staff, 
one year on the Executive of the Literary 
Association, two years on the Students’ 
Council. -Last year George was Secretary 
of the Students’ Union, and in his spare 
time helped us win the Western University 
Debating Championship and the McGoun 
Cup. This year he is Chief Justice of the 
Students’ Court. 

In 1923 George grdauated in Arts and 
in the following year won the Carswell 
Prize in Law. A clear thinker and an elo- 
quent, convincing speaker, no man could 
be better qualified to lead Alberta’s team. 

JOSEPH WESLEY O’BRIEN hails from 
Ponoka. In common with most members 
of his race, he is endowed with an illimit- 
able vocabulary and a natural wit. 

Joe was a member of the debating team 
which last’ year won the Inter-University 
Debating Championship, having debated with 
George Bryan against the team from Sask- 
atchewan. 

Since his coming to Varsity Joe has put 
his shoulder to the wheel on many occa- 
sions. He has served as Athletic represen- 
tative on the Students’ Council, manager of 
the senior basketball team for two years, 
member of the senior rugby team, a mov- 
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STUDENTS TO OPEN 
’ PARLIAMENT SOON 


Monday, Nov. 24, Date for First 
Session—Problems of Univer- 
sity Life Considered 


Monday, November 24, marks the 
re-opening of the Students’ Parlia- 
ment, and it is the hope of those in 
charge that this year’s session will 
surpass, in point of interest shown 
and value derived, any previous 
meeting. A complete departure from 
precedence is being made in the con- 
struction of party platforms; for in- 
stead of seeking to justify the Re- 
ciprocity Agreement of 1911, or the 
alienation of Alberta’s Naturai Re- 
sources in 1905, the Gladstones and 
Disraelis will debate present univer- 
sity problems. 

Such burning issues as those of 
dance decorations, an increased fee 
to entitle free admission to Varsity 
functions, and the place and vaiue 
of year organizations will be discuss- 
ed in true parliamentary fashion. 

There is no rebellion against the 
formality which attends all British 
parliaments, and which has been 
scrupulously observed in former stu- 
dents’ parliaments. The Sergeant- 
at-Arms, the Mace, the Usher of the 
Black Rod, all will be there, large as 
life. A most dignified and impres- 
sive Governor-General will read a 
most dignified and impressive speech 
from the Throne. The Premier will 
then open the debate, and the fight 
will be on, Oh! what a battle. Bill 
Bloor announces he will marshall at- 
tacking forces against Walter Her- 
bert in the air, on the earth and 
below the earth. With soaring flights 
of hyperbole, crafty under-miners, 
skilled in subterfuge, and battalions 
of rapier wits, Bill thinks he is in- 
vincible. Walter says nothing; it’s 
a habit Walter has. But he wears 
that inscrutable smile of his, and 
confidently taps his  text-books, 
“Modern Military Tactics” (Bern- 
hardi) and “Rules of Order’ 
(Roberts). 

Four hot sessions are assured, two 
before and two after, the Christmas 
vacation. One party will be in power 
for two sessions, after which the 
other group will occupy the govern- 
ment benches.

Monday morning at Toronto was 
occupied in judging and placing ten 
classes of livestock. There were two 
cattle, one class of fat sheep and 
one breed type class in sheep, two 
classes of dairy cows, two of beef 


breed type classes in horses, one class 
of bacon hogs, and one class of thick 
smooth hogs. Twenty minutes were 
allowed for judging each class. The 
competitors had to carry the partic- 
ulars of all these classes in mind until 
the afternoon. During the course of 
the afternoon and evening the 
judges of each class of stock ex- 
amined each competitor orally on the 
reasons for his placings. The marks 
were given both for placings and 
for reasons, so that a competitor 
might get fairly good marks even if 
his placings disagreed with the 
judges, provided that he could give 
sufficiently good reasons for his 
placings. 

T. P. “Scotty” Devlin, well known 
among his fellow students, both as a 
player and president of soccer, more 


than fulfilled the hopes of his team- 
mates, and incidentally made a name 
for his university by taking premier 
individual honors in the competition. 
“Scotty” hails from Dumfrieshire.

He has had wide experience with 


stock in Canada. At the Colony farm 
at Esterdale, B/C., he had a lot of 
experience with Holsteins. Clydes 
are his specialty, however, and it is 
with the Andy Dollar Clydes of High 
River that “Scotty” made his name 
on the show circuit. 


Much credit for Alberta’s victory 


is due to Professors Strickland and 
Sinclair, under whom the team re- 
ceived a very thorough training. 
Dean Howes is also to be congratu- 
lated on the success which came 
largely through his whole-hearted co- 
operation.

The speaker said that sentiment for 
Canada had come to him through the 
tour, and that he found this land a 
distinct reminder of his own home- 
land. 

After the toast to the King, Mark 
Levey, who made a genial and de- 
lightful toastmaster, called upon His 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor. His 
Honor welcomed Mr. MacDonald to 
this province on behalf of its citi- 
zens. He said further that he in- 
tended giving Mr. MacDonald a mis- 
sion to discharge—that of carrying 
back to his home knowledge and 
facts about this Canada which should 
stimulate interest there. His Honor 


cited statistics to show how much — 


more we depend on American in- ° 


vestments than British capital. Can- 
adians, being Britishers, should de- 
plore this situation, he said. 

George Bryan, leader of the Alber- 
ta Debating team, was called upon to 
toast the guests of honor and their 
Alma Mater. He told what respect 
was held in this new land for old 
things, and likened Oxford, which 
has been the training place of many 
Alberta professors, to a ‘‘Mother, Uni- 
versity.” 

Malcolm MacDonald, in responding 
to the toast, thanked Alberta for the 
welcome which she had shown the 
visitors, and thanked particularly 
His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor 
for his graphie presentation of some 
of the most interesting facts about 
Alberta. He said that he and his 
colleagues were enoying a delightful 
world tour, which would keep them 
away from.home until next June, 
and which would carry them around 
the whole globe. He maintained, 
however, that in Canada he felt quite 
close to home, even more so than in

WHY DISCARD “JUNIOR PROM.” 


_ It has come to the ears of The Gateway that the 
_ Junior Class is intending to follow the bad example 
set by last year’s class in calling their dance the 
“Junior Reception.” This function has gone by the 
name of the “Junior Promenade” probably ever since 
the beginning of the University, and why this historic 
and distinctive name has lately been discarded for 
the meaningless word ‘‘Reception” is a mystery. 
‘It may be said by some that the words “Junior 
_ Promenade”? are themselves meaningless. But are 
they? There is no function anywhere outside a uni- 
versity which goes by that appellation. It is a name 
_ that has been applied to this function for years, and 
consequently could not be meaningless, to the students 
at any rate. True it is that the guests no longer 
promenade as they did when this function was first 
planned. But is that any reason why the name 
_ should be changed any more than the dozens of other 
words in use today whose names have taken on a 
different meaning with the passage of time. 
“Reception” applied to the Freshman and Sopho-

H. A. Dyde, a University graduate 
and an Alberta Rhodes scholar, pro: 
posed the toast to the University of 
Alberta. He drew many interesting 
comparisons between. Oxford and 
Alberta, and urged the great value to 
the former of a mass of traditions. 
He looked to a day, however, when 
one might look upon this University 
from the High Level bridge with 
emotion similar to those one feels 
when surveying Oxford from High- 
street. 

Dr. McEachran, responding to the 
toast, pointed out even more differ- 
ences between the two universities, 
and echoed a hope that they might 
be more alike. 

Dr. Macdonald proposed a toast to 
International Debating, which he 
considered a form of athleticism fully 
as important and deserving of fully 
as much prominence as our modern 
Olympic Games. 

Bruce Macdonald, in responding, 
traced the changes which have de- 
veloped in International Debating 
since the days of prehistoric man. He 
said it was his fervent hope that this 
form of dispute might continue to re- 
place methods of force. 


AN EXPLANATION 


From the account appearing in 
The Gateway of the action of the 
Students’ Council regarding women’s 
basketball, it is apparent that the 
communication with which they were 
dealing was incorrectly interpreted. 

It happens that five members of 
last year’s senior squad in women’s 
basketball are in or near the city, 
but, of course, are ineligible for a 
University team under the W.C.I.A.U. 
regulations. They understood that it 


was the general feeling that neither 


they by themselves or the University 
students by themselves were able to 
field a team which would make a 
good showing in the Provincial 
League against the strong city teams, 
including the world champions, the 
Commercial Grads. They, therefore, 
proposed verbally to the University 
girls that a senior squad should be 
organized from which two teams 
would be selected first, a composite 
team to enter the Provincial series, 
and, second, a purely University team 
to enter the Inter-University series. 
The Women’s Athletic Executive 
asked that this request be put in 
writing, which was done, and there- 
after the communication was taken 
on to the Students’ Council and dealt 
with as described in The Gateway. 
Thus it will be seen that the matter 
was purely one for the University 
girls themselves to decide, namely, 
whether they would promote a com- 
posite team with more or less close 
University affiliation for the Provin- 
cial series, or whether they would 
enter a straight University team. It 
is clear that this was not the matter 
which was given consideration. 

The members of last year’s team 
understood that there was insuffi- 
cient material in the University stu- 
dent body or in the graduate mem- 
bers of class ’23 to cope with the 
Grads in the Provincial League, 
thereupon suggested that if Varsity 
did not put a team in this league, 
they make up a composite team of 
the best of Varsity’s players and the 
members of last year’s team who are 
in the city just for the Provincial 
League. This would in no way inter- 
fere with Inter-Varsity games sche- 
duled for the season. 

The Women’s Athletic Association 
were of the opinion that there was 
sufficient material for this league, 
therefore the matter was_ settled 
without the necessity of referring it 
to the Students’ Council for a ruling 
on Section 7, subsection 3, of the 
Constitution of the Women’s Ath- 
letic Association.
